Back of this statement by Dr. 


Leo M. Christensen and Dr. Har- 
ry Miller were three months of 
commercial production on a re- 
search basis of anhydrous (water 
free) alcohol, made from a wide 
variety of farm grown raw ma- 
terials. 


Laboratory experiments over a 


period of years convinced them 
that anhydrous alcohol could be 
blended up to 20 per cent with 
gasoline and used successfully as. 
a fuel for high compression com- 
bustion engines. It is being sold 
today 
from 
service 
stations in 


four states, Nebraska, 
Kansas, 


South 
Dakota 
and 
Iowa. 
The 


price Is the same as for regular 
gasoline. 


Dr. Christensen and Dr. Miller, 


came less than a year ago to 
Atchison, near the center of the 
vast grain producing belt. Spon- 
sored by the chemical foundation, 
they rebuilt an alcohol plant, fin- 
ishing the work late In Septem- 
tichokes are yet to be tried, 
her. They had hoped for a good 
grain 
harvest, 
but the drought 
intervened. 


With corn prices going higher 


and higher it could not be used 
profitably as a

material. 


Some corn was purchased, how- 
ever, and converted to determine 
the price that could be paid for 
It.
